He 
came also to talk about settlement of the 
Trieste dispute with Yugoslavia, Increasing 
Italian emigration to reduce Its unemploy- 
ment, admission of Italy to the United Na- 
tions and greater cooperation of Italy with 
other western European countries to promote 
economic development. and a higher standard 
of living. 

If, Premier de Gasperl could Just' take 
home with him an onswcr to tho treaty revi- 
sion question, his trip would bo worth while.
